Missing them Mrs. Sampson 
decided to go on leave herself and 
visit as many of them as she could, 
at least in North America.

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Varsity Veterans 


By HARPER PROWSE, MLA 


Probably the best investment the 
people of Canada have ever been 
asked to make is the $165 millions 
they will spend providing univer- 
sity training for veterans. Although 
this represents a considerable out- 
lay in cash for taxpayers of the 
Dominion at the present they will 
begin reaping the benefits as the 
veterans graduate and start mak- 
ing contributions In the business 
and professional life of our coun- 
try. 

In the first place, because of this 
training the majority of these vet- 
within a reasonable time 


erans, 
after graduation, will be earning 
incomes far above the level they 


would have been able to get 45 
untrained and unqualified men on 
the general labor market. This 


means that their taxes will be con- | 


siderably. higher, By being in 
higher income brackets they will 
have repaid into the Dominion 
treasury within ten years more 
than the cost of their education 
And from then on they will be 
making additional contributions in 
the form of taxes which can be 
considered as a “return on the in- 
vestment.” On the average the 
difference, during their lifetimes, 
between the total amount of taxes 
they would have paid as untrained 
men and the taxes they will pay 
as trained men will amount to four 
or five times the cost of their 
present training 


THIS IN ITSELF should be en- 
ough to justify the expenditure, 
but it is only the smallest part of 


the story. At the present time 706 
| veterans are training to be doctors, 
Nobody needs to be told just how 
great is the demand for qualified 
medical men today. Our doctors. 
practically without exception, are 
being literally worked to death and 
still they are unable to provide all 
the service we require. These vet- 
rans will help to relieve the pres- 
ent shortage and will be able to 
bring medical attention to thous- 
ands who otherwise would not be 
able to receive it 

The same applies to dentists and 
there are 522 veterans now train- 
ing in this necessary and worthy 
profession, Another 239 are train- 
ing in veterinary science and no 
farmer needs to be told how much 
this will mean in this country 
where livestock raising is a major 
industry, 


ALL OF US KNOW that In this 
machine age of ours we need all 
the scientists and engineers we can 
train. Today in Canadian univer- 
sities there are 7,514 veterans reg- 
istered in science and engineering 
courses. Business, too, is crying 
for trained men and this demand 
will be met at least to some extent 
by the 2,113 veterans studying for 
commerce degrees 
| Altogether we have approximate- 
ly 31,000 veterans studying in our 
universities, receiving training 
|which will enable them to fil] a 
serious gap in our present supply 
of trained man-power and to make 
a mighty contribution to the wel- 
fare and prosperity of our

and, having won the chiefs, he 
won the people 

Shortly after he landed, he made 
his way toward Tara, the capital 
The druids were having a festival 
at which a sacred fire was lighted 
There was a rule that no other 
fire should be Lighted at the same 
time, but Patrick lighted the Pas- 
schal fire on the nearby hill of 
Slane, for it was Eastertide. 

The druids asked the high king, 
Leary, to have the fire extinguish- 
ed, warning that the kindler might | 
overturn the kingdom. Angrily 
the monarch sent a number of 
men to command Patrick to ap- 
pear before him at Tara. Patrick 
agreed to do s0 

On the road, he and his com- 
panions sang a hymn which is 
now called “The Breastplate of 
St. Patrick” or “The Deer's Cry.” 
It was uttered in the native lan- 
fuage and has become one of the 
literary treasures of Ireland. Pat- 
rick and his companions are said 
to have taken the shapes of white 
deer, to avoid treacheries that 
lurked on the way, due to the 
unfriendly druids Hence, “The 
Deer's Cry” as a title for their 
song. 

At Tara, Patrick explained the 
Christian creed and won a re- 
spectful hearing. Converts were 
made among the courtiers and 
though King Leary himself was 
not converted, he gave permission 
to have the Gospel preached 
throughout the land Success 
followed Patrick's footsteps al- 
most everywhere 

One Lententide, the season of 
prayer and penance, he went to 
the top of a lonely mountgin in 
County Mayo, in the west of Irle- 
land, and prayed for the salva- 
tion of the Irish people The 
mountain still bears his name, and 
every summer, to this day, there 
is a morning of pilgrimage to the 
summit. Visitors from al! parts 
of the world climb the steep slope 
to commemorate the Patron of 
Ireland 

In his declining years Saint 
Patrick wrote the document which 
is called his “Confession.” It is 
in Latin, and is a clear, simple 
account of his mission in Ireland 
This is preserved in a beautiful 
Irish book called “The Book of 
Armagh"—a work which was com- 
pleted in about the eighth century 

St. Patrick died on March 17 
some say in the year 460 This 
day, March 17, is the only national 
holiday observed in Ireland; and 
it is widely honored in many other

Speed Ups Costs 
Railway Service 


OTTAWA, March 17-(CP)- Mod- 
ern demand for speed in transpor- 
tation is sending up the costs of 
railway service, S. J. W. Liddy, 
assistant comptroller of the CPR, 
declared today before the board 
of transport commissioners 


TESTIFYING in the railway 
freight case, Mr. Liddy said this 
tendency to speed has sharpened 
the competition against the rail- 
ways from motor vehicles and oth- 
er forms of transport. 

The result was, he said, that the 
rail carriers had to provide faster 
trains, improved trackage and sig- 
nal systems and other facilities. 
In the meantime, the witness said, 
their rates had remained basically 
unchanged for 25 years 

MR. LIDDY was questioned 
about the CPR's practice of pro- 
viding for “additions and better- 
ments” to railway property out of 
current earnings. This year, the 
company has laid down an esti- 
mate of $15,200,000 under this head- 
ing 

The financial official said this 
system was preferable to raising 
the money by borrowing, since the 
latter method would add to the 
company’s carrying charges with- 
out @ compensating increase in net 
earnings

Normally, however, the 
winter is used for correlation of 
reports, study and identification of 
specimens, aerial maps, and so on 

In modern oil exploration the 
first step is usually a trip by air 
over the area to be examined. Some 
oil companies have their own fleet 
of aircraft, and at least one ‘plane, 
piloted by Danny Driscoll, is oper- 
ating out of Edmonton Other 
companies charter aircraft 

THE AERIAL SURVEY gives the 
geologist a general idea of the “lay 
of the land.” It also lets him see 
what rock outcrops there may be 
for him to examine, how difficult 
it will be for his party to travel 
through the area, and about how 
jiong it will take him to make his 


journey. In new country, geolo- 
gists like to follow streams 
wherever possible, because they 


provide plenty of rock outcroppings 
and a path back to civilization. 

If the party is going to work for 
a month down a foothills stream 
by canoe, it will require about 800 
pounds of equipment; probably a 
cache will also be made some dis- 
tance downstream. The party and 
its supplies are flown in by air- 
craft, and great is the skill of 
pilots in landing on smal! mountain 
lakes or even the narrow mid- 
current of a stream 

WHERE NATURE has not 
vided rivers in the foothids area 
pack teams must be used One 
geological party worked an area 
near Spirit River by pack team 
last summer, and there will be 
others this summer. Wherever 
there are roads, of course, geo- 
logical parties travel by car and 
light truck 

For all this expenditure of ef- 
fort and money the geologist does 
not expect to find oil But he 
dees find signs that sometimes 
tell him where oil may be He 
knows that the vast land area in 
which Alberta lies was, for count- 
less scores of millions of years, 
a low-lying basin which was alter- 
nately dry and filled with the 
waters of ancient seas 

HE KNOWS that sediments, 
brought down by erosion through 
rivers that emptied into the seas 
|were deposited on the sea floors 
He knows that these finally built 
up like a giant layer cake until 
they now le beneath the city of 
Edmonton, many thousands of feet 
deep 

In the same seas there lived and 
died billions of tiny things, and 
the shells and shapes of them 
were preserved in the silt of the 
sea floor, and they are there to- 
day in the rock outcrops The 
organic matter in their bodies 
lying deep in the earth under 
heat and pressure for millions of 
years, formed oil 

SO TO THE FIELD geologist 
the rugged face of rock outcrop 
ping on the bank of a stream is 
a5 a page m an open book—the 
book of the past, which will tell 
him how old the rocks may be 
whether they once c ontained ol 
jand whether oil may be trapped 
somewhere in this layer of an 
cient sediments. But it is a book 
of many pages, and to gather its 
total meaning the geologist must 
travel far and compare his find 
jings with those of others 
| Even then, and with the help of

other experts in seeking a rock 
trap containing oll, he can only 
say “oil may be there For oil 
they have been trapped far be 


and natural gas seek to work their
